HAL in the school/district? Is that percentage comparable for ELs?

Did You Know?

The ELPA21 Dynamic Screener is open for the 2021-22 school year and can be found at the Nebraska EI.PA21
portal. K-12 students who are new to your district must have a Home Language Survey included with their
registration information and if there is an answerother than English, you are required to administer a valid and
reliable screener. The only exceptions are when the student was previously in another Nebraska district or another
ELPA21 state (IA, AR, LA, OH, OR, WA, WV).

While the ELPA21 Dynamic Screener is not required to be used, it is provided free of chargeto Nebraska districts
and the majority (86%) of students have the results returned the same day. The other 14% of students who have more
advanced levels of English and go on to take all three parts of the screener may take a bit longer to getresults (48
hours for secondary students, 3-4 days for elementary).
